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On the 4th Octo])er, 18G1, a few f^cntlemen, interested in the 
e.«tal)lishmcnt of this Society, m(3t in tlie Old Church llooms ; the 
liev. Edward Storrow in tlie chair, when a Provisional CSfhmittee 
being formed, the Venerable Archdeacon J. II. Pratt and other 
gentlemen were invited to join the Association. The “ Royal Society 
ior the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals” of London having been 
a]>plied to for assistance with needful information as guidance, and 
that assistance being abundantly supplied, a meeting of Committee 
took place on the lOtli of March, 1862, when the establishment of 
the Society was confirmed, and the gentlemen whose names appear 
above were constituted its Committee of management. 




OBJECTS AND PLANS OP THE SOCIETY. 


1. To prevent the cruel and improper treatment of Animals, 

2. The employment of European Officer j, or Agents, as in Q-reat Bri- 
tain^ for the purpose of warning— arresting—or reporting and prosecuting

Oalcutta and its suburbs. 

3. The dissemination, by placards and notices in English and the vfer- 
nacula^ of information which shall instruct the ignorant, and warr^^he 
heartless against acts of cruelty. 

4. To enlist the good will and co-opcration of th*e Police in these mea- 
sures. 

5. The introduction into Schools and elsewhere, of Books, or Tracts, 
in English and the vernacular, “ calculated to impress on youth the duty of 
humanity towards the inferior animals.” 

6. To elicit and disseminate suggestions for the improvement of the 
condition and treatment of labouring and domestic animals in this country. 

7. To seek the aid ot the Pulpit— the Press, and all public Instructors, 
in advocating the principles and objects of this Society, havij^g in view the 
promotion bf humanity towards the animal creation.

rROCEEDINGS. 


The Committee have great pleasure* in announcing that in , 
compliance with the desire embodied^ in a Resolution at the 
Annual Meeting on the 10th Sept. Ilis Excellency the Vice- 
roy and Governor- (Tenoral has been pleased tb express his 
acquiescence with the request convoyed to him that he would 
honour the Society by becoming its Patron. 


At the same Meeting Resolutions to t^e following effect WTro 
also passed : — 

1. — That a prize of 100 Rs. be given at the forthcoming 
Agricultural Exhibition for the best Collar or Harness for 
Draught Bullocks, as an improvement on the present barbarous 
Yoke. 

2. — an additional or third Agent be engaged in .the 
service of the Society. 

2). — That a sub -committee be appointed to enquire iurthbr 
into the question of over-burthening cattle ; to ascertain the 
best means of remedying the evil, and to report thereon, 
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The Committee of the Calcutta Society for the Prevention 
of Crnqjty to AniiiiKls, in presenting this their first Annual 
Peport of the Society’s operations, desire to tender their vva'Ali 
thunks to those friends of humanity whose prompt^ and gener- 
ous response to the appeal on behalf of difmb Animals has, 
under God, resulted in the successful establishment of the first 
Institution in India for their protection from cruelty and 
suffering. 

It is very gratifying to the Committee to be enabled to report 
that the success which has attended this effort has not been 
confined to the pccuniaiy aid received, but has embraced that 
equally vital support which the cordial sympathy and co-opera- 
tion of the Community are calculated to afford a good eause. 

’i'o the* Magistrates and Honorary Magistrates o^ Calcutta, 
who have so kindly and patiently sustained the efforts of the 
Society, the Committee desire to offer their earnest expression 
©1“ thanks ; and to the Chief Commissioner of Police, an^ he^ds 
of Departments under his authority, they also beg to tender 
their best acknowledgments for the exercise of that important 
influence, authority, and ready co-operation which have afford- 
ed so much facility and aid to the objects of the Society. 

The Committee take this the earliest opportunity of record- 
ing their great and lasting obligation to the home or “ Soyal 
Society” of London for the prevention of Cruelty to Animals, — 
the honoured exemplar of every such Institution throughout 
the civilized world, — and to its zealous and obliging Secretary 
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Mr. Colam, for the prompt^and ready supply of every aid and 
information, which enabled this Society to commence its opera- 
tiousiiipon those phpis and tried principles of experience which 
have resulted here, as every where else, in gratifying success. 

To the Editors bf the local Press the Committee are most 
grateful for their kind and zealous advocacy of the cause of 
humanity, and. altogether for their influential and valuable 
support in the establishment of this Institution. 

At the outset of the Society’s labours the first and most 
prominent claim to attention presenting itself was the whole- 
sale cruelty inflicted upon draught bullocks and hacl^ horses, 
A^iiose condition and sufferings had so long shocked the public 
sight, and ^ formed a standing reproach to this city. Of the 
former unfortunate animals it may safely be asserted that the 
number of wounded exceeded the number of those that were 
whole. With so extensive a field of operations, and amongst 
a class of people to whom these operations were entirely a 
novelty, it was deemed only just and prudent to warn and 
to threaten ere punishing, in order to reduce the number of 
oifenders to the wanton and obstinately cruel. 

Two European Agents, Pensioners from the Queen’s army, 
having been engaged, were now provided with copies of papers 
injbhe Bengalee language, declaring and explaining the Law, — 
warning agajnst its violation, and furnishing simple instructions 
for the treatment of wounds. 

ITpvVards of seven weeks were devoted to this process of 
warning, — nearly a thousand copies of the papers were distri- 
buted amongst the drivers and owners of bullocks and carriage 
horses, and during the period which this occupied, and within 
the necessarily limited walks of the two Agents, upwards of 700 
wounded bullocks and horses, principally the former, were found 
labouring in our streets, and the names and numbers of their 
drivers registered in the Agents’ books. English papers, also, 
with copies of those in the vernacular have been distributed 
amongst the European community. Large Bengalee Posters 



have been put up in numerous crowded parts of the city, and 
every means adopted to make the objects aii^ duties of the 
Society known. 

Prosecutions were commenced about the eighth week, and 
in evidence of the sad necessity which existml fcr this Institu- 
tion, the Committee liave to report that, despite the long 
warnings, and an endeavour strongly enforced on the Agents, 
to avoid overcrowding the Magistrates with cases, by selecting 
only the more serious,. the number of* convictions for Cruelty 
to Animals, obtained through the Society's agency during the 
year ending May 10th have amounted to 500. These are ex-* 
elusive of twenty-nine cases of various natures prosecuted 
private persons and Police Officers, to all of whom the cause of 
^humanity is under great obligation, and the Ot)ramittee thank- 
fitlly acknowledge theirs for valued co-operation in the good 
work. 

Of this heavy number of convictions upwards of four hundred 
liave been exclusively cases of bullocks, in the majority of 
which the rough and barbarous yoke had formed those fright- 
ful wounds upon the necks of the animals which have hitherto 
been but too familiar to the public eye. A few examples have 
been made of the perpetrators of other descriptions of iorture, 
the conseyuonces of which are visible in the numerdhs disloca- 
tions, deformities and mutilations which may daily be seen 
amongst the labouring cattle of Calcutta. The offences against 
kirses have been principally confined to their being worked 
with wounds inflicted by over-driving, and the wretched har- 
ness so commonly in use amongst the unfortunate hack ponies. 
A very few instances of violence have been brought to notice, 
and amongst these and other cases not calling for prosecution, 
remonstrance, either by letter from the Secretary, or by visits 
from the agents, has been used with all needful eSect. 

In nearly every case of prosecution the punishment inflicted 
has been by fine. Amongst the exceptions may be mentioned 
a case, not of cruelty, but of bribery. A youth was convicted 
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of having, by using the nanie of one of the Society's Agents, 
exacted a bribe from a Coachman, and was sentenced to im- 
prisonment with hard labour. The Committee are glad that 
this example has been made of an offence which, if not checked, 
would be produv 3 ti,e of prejudice to the interests and working 
of the Society. 

The fines inflicted have varied, in the majority of cases from 
eight annas to five Rupees, — in some instances from ten to 
twenty-five Rs. — and the total througli out the year has amount- 
ed to upwards of 1300 Rs. 

' Having expressed their gratitude for the support of friends, 
the Committee have now to rec^ord their obligation to the pro- 
verbial aid of opposition. 

For a consideiable time the punishment for cruelly working 
wounded cattle fell exclusively upon the Drivers, who were 
generally the servants of others ; but the Law having at length 
been made operative upon the Owners, a heavier penalty was 
justly inflicted upon the more guilty and responsible masters. 
Irritated by these determined and persistent measures, and 
vainly hoping to resist the tide of civilization and humanity, 
a combination was formed between, it is believed, a few only 
of the principal Hackrey owners, when the entire body of these 
people, suddenly and simultaneously struck inorJi. The loss and 
inconvenience suffered by the mercantile community of Calcutta 
during the four days^ continuance of this Strike, are but too well 
kfiown to many amongst the best friends of this Society, whose 
liberality in its aid was now rendered doubly valuable by the 
moral support afforded in the uncompromising and cheerful 
spirit with which they met the nuisance of this stoppage upon 
trade. Nearly the entire commerce of the city suffered a tem- 
porary suspension ; but no compromise or concession had part 
in its restoration to activity. The energy and independence of 
those who alone suffered by the combination early found a 
remedy, by the purchase and ti’ansfer of numerous carts and 
cattle to themselves, which brought the GAreewans, wiser at 
least than before, back to their work again. 
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The support thus received from tjie Mercantile Community 
is not the full extent of obligation which the -progress of 
humanity owes to the occasion. Besides the excitement of ten- 
fold sympathy in the cause every where created, it stimulated 
and encouraged a spirit of enterprize and improvement which 
will gradually release our merchandize from almost Abyssinian 
barbarity of conveyance, and our mcrchaTits from humiliating 
dCpendanco on the whims or scheipes of ignorance and folly. 

The Committee have pleasure in stating that Act V. of 18G1, 
a general enactment for the Begulation of Polictf, which pro- 
vides punishment for Cruelty to Animals, has lately been 
extended to many towns in the Provinces.* Act XVI. of 1861, 
also, for licensing and registering Stage Carriages, •provides 
in more full terms for the prevention of Cruelty to Hornes , and 
the attention of Magistrates and all other friends of humanity 
in the Mofussil is anxiously directed to the means which exist 
for the protection from cruelty of the dumb creatures around 
them. The Committee earnestly hope that it will not be 
long ere the extension of the Law throughout Bengal and 
the entire Provinces of Inflia, will enable all well wishers totho 
objects of this Society to lend their aid and influence in the 
furtherance and spread of its principles and operations^ 

Whilst, however, Act XTjVIII of the Legislative Council, for 
the towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, invests Magistrates 
with the power of punishing those who both directly and indirecU 
///ftflict cruelty upon dumb animals, the Committee have to 
regret that all other Acts — that for Licensing Stage Carriages 
and the protection of horses attached thereto, excepted — confer 
no power to control those who, as oumers of cattle or otherwise, 
cause that cruelty to be inflicted. Of the innumerable cattle which 
ply in the city, the majority of owners reside in the Suburbs ; 
hence, in common with all others in the Mofussil, they are 
beyond the reach of the Law, and thus full protection is not 
aflbrded to the largest class of animals that labour throughout

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Tlengal. Tho Corainitfcee therefore, througli their Secretary, 
addressed a' representation to the Lieutenant-Governor oT 
Be?igal, soliciting, attention to tlie enactments in question, and 
praying for such alterations as would render them more effi- 
cient for the suppression of cruelty. To this application the 
Committee are happy to say a reply was received from the 
Legislative Department promising that the subject should be 
taken into consideration. The Committee are thus led to hope 
that an extended and improved Law 'over every part of India 
will shortly '^strengthen the hands of all whose hearts may lead 
them to second the efforts of this Society. 

A subject of deep importance to the largest class of labour- 
ing Ani^nals in India — the patient and hitherto unmercifully 
treated Draught Bullocks — is now engaging the attention of 
the Committee. It is not doubted that to the cruel ovnrloadwff 
of the carts is principally due the hideous wounds which, not- 
withstanding the number of prosecutions, and the exertions of 
the Agents of the Society throughout a whole year, continue to 
be exhibited in our streets, and durwq the hot sen.^on to wrrmse 
in number . — Whilst the control of this matter of burthen con- 
tinues at the mercy and the discretion of those whose education 
is favoUjT’able to neither, and who are free to work their poor Ani- 
mals to any degree short of inflicting external wOunds, and a 
small fine* is the only penalty which even that risk incurs — 
^ the evil referred to must, it is feared, continue. The eflForts of 
tho (Committee will therefore be directed towards the best 
means of obtaining remedial measures against this most prolific 
source of oppression and suffering. 

Equal in importance to the objects of this Society is another 
question which the Committee very anxiously desire to com- 
mend to the attention of those whose studios and pursuits may 
more particularly qualify them to afford aid and suggestions. 
As tho immediate cause of those frightful injuries inflicted on 
the nocks of the labouring cattle, the present cumbrous yoke 
invites special attention ; and when it is known that tho 
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weight of burthen very frequently iuiposed upon the diminu- 
tive cattle of Bengal is equal to one ton, and seldcto less than 
half that weight, and when the guillotine-like action of the 
objectionable yoke, which is not an even or steady pressure 
against a muscular surface, but a continuous sawing between 
and rolling over the vertebrm, is considered, it will readily be 
imagined how great a boon would bo conferred on the poor 
animals by the introduction of some substitute for the rude 
and unfitting instrument* now in use. To this end, therefore, 
the Committee earnestly invite and solicit from the scientific 
and ingeni'jus, suggestions or designs for an improvement on 
the present mode of draught, which will unite efficiency with 
that economy in expense which shall bring it within tlko means 
of the poor. 

The Committee have noticed with pleasure the introduction 
of saddles and leather Collars for single bullocks used in many 
of the Carts of the Municipal Commissioners, and are led to 
hope that the good example will be followed by all who, using 
Cattle for draught purposes, have the means to show this, or 
any similar merciful consideration for their comfort. 

The establishment of an extensive Indian Carrying Com- 
pany, the operations of which are intended to extej^d ^over 
all India, and whose ^ Direction' is a guarantee for the safety 
of its dumb labourers, must be regarded with great satisfac- 
tion ; and their introduction of four-wheeled conveyances, 
which, by confining the labour to traction only, at once 
removes a great source of suffering to the cattle, is a most 
gratifying step in the right direction. It is greatly to be desired 
that the successful result of their working may encourage the 
extension of the principle, and commend it to general adoption. 

Two other undertakings, affording, it is believed, promise of 
equal mercy to poor horses — the City Conveyance" and the 

Calcutta Carriage" Company, — have also lately been added to 
the social improvements of this city, and the advancement 
alike of comfort and humanity. 



There are innumerable evils and cruel practices in India 
with which the Committee feel they are not yet in means or 
position to deal^ ^or to do more than speak of with hopefulness 
as to the future. The mode in which the countless number of 
animals intended for our food are carried to the markets, and 
slaughtered for the table, is a subject which has engaged the 
attention of the Pro'tective Societies of Europe, and must here 
have equal claim to consideration. There is no evil so great, 
or so wide-spread, that consistent and persevering efforts will 
not romedy^in time. The field is large, but the means and 
Agency of the Society have been too limited to admit of the 
occupancy hitherto of more than that important part which 
has monopolized the time and attention of the Agents during 
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the past year. The operations of a Society of this nature 
cannot, of course, be confined to the protection of any one 
class of animals ; nor, it is hoped, will the numerous prosecu- 
tions that have taken place bo supposed to have benefited that 
class exclusively. The remark happily applies to this as to 
every such Society, that its indirect inliuenco is greater in 
^jreventing than its direct influence is in punishing.^^ 

During the first year, the Committee have studied to confine 
the Expenditure to the smallest amount consistent with utility, 
jn order to secure permanency of operations on a small scale 
rather than incur the risk of early decline on a greater, — a risk 
to which the fluctuating character of an Indian community 
renders the liability more than ordinary. Experience has* un- 
happily shewn that thenecesdty for the interference of a Society 
of this nature never ceases. To the patrons and friends, there- 
fore, by whose generous aid the Society was established, the 
Committee appeal for a continuance of their support and their 
influence in commending its objects to the sympathy and good 
will of others, who may not only contribute to its permanency, 
but to that increase of means which will afford increase of 
usefulness. 

Beyond this essential aid, the Committee earnestly call upon 



ilio community to afford their moral support by co-operating 
with the Society in its endeavours to repress cruelty in what- 
ever shape it may appear, and*to however low a scale in the 
animal creation the sufferer may belong. They particularly 
beg to draw attention to the important aid *which piivate 
persons have it in their power to afford, by the systematic 
rejection of all animals brought for hire whi^h, on examination, 
may prove in mnj resj.)Gd unfitting for work. A few such 
rejections would have morp effect in reprcSsing cruelty of the 
Jiaracter indicated, than the heaviest fine which a Magistrate 
can inflict. 

The Committee feel pleasure in testifying to their entire 
satisfaction with the conduct and labours of the Society's 
Agents. Their hearts have been in the work. To zeal they 
have added temper and discretion, and to their assiduous efforts 
the Society has been indebted for the large number of prose- 
cutions which have occurred, and for that v^olesome terror of 
evil doing which it cannot be doubted the labours of the Society 
have created to the benefit of dumb labourers in this city. 

From the gentlemen of the Press the Committee solicit a 
continuance of their valued advocacy in directing the objects 
and interests of the Society to the attention and good will* of 
all who desirp to see the cause of humanity take roo\ and 
prosper throughout India. TIio publication of Reports of Cases, 
albeit not read by the class amongst whom offenders lie, 
nevQjtlielcss becomes known to them, and affords that inform- 
ation of the Society’s activity which it is very important for 
every reason should be known. 

The Committee would now address themselves to those 
more than all influential teachers, the maternal guardians, and 
indeed to all instructors of the young, earnestly calling upon 
them to exorcise their important influence by impressing upon 
the minds of their children and pupils the duty and the charm 
of kindness to inferior animals, — an influence which, fully and 
early exercised, would go far towards rendering Aissociations of 
this nature needless. 
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Amongst other means of forwarding the objects of the 
Society, the Committee have not forgotten the agency of small 
jjamphlets in the vernacular* which they hope, in the course 
of the present year, to add to the means of those who desire to 
aid them in' tka spread of the principles of humanity. 

In coliclusion, the Committee would appeal for the aid of 
those who direct the minds and consciences of both the young 
and the mature. The powerful aid of the Pulpit has been 
largely enlisted in England, where, a fixed occasion during 
the past f^ear, upwards of six hundred Ministers testified for 
the sacredness of the theme by addressing their congregations 
upon the duty of humanity to dumb animals. It is san- 
guinely hoped, therefore, that, throughout the vast Empire of 
India, which it is the aim of the Philanthropist to enlighten 
with the elements and principles of civilization, this, amongst 
all other principles and means of advancing the great object, 
may not be forgotten. With every creed and faith is the cause 
now pleaded in gratifying harmony ; and with the Christian 
certainly not the least — as that faith which, in the words of one 
of its ornaments and advocates — ^^most strongly inculcates 
compassion to inferior natures by the example of its Divine 
Avihor, who gave the most stupendous proof of his compassion 
for

EXTRACTS FROM 


LEGISLATIVE ENACTMENTS 

And Suggestions for the Guidance of those who may desire to 
prosecute persons guilty of Cruelty to Animals. 


In the Town. 

By the Act XIII. of J856, (the Police Act for the Presidency 
Towns c'lnd the Straits Settlement) it is provided in Section 
LXXXVI. that Any Police Officer may arrest without warrant 
any pemon committing in his view any offence against this Act.^^ 

That Act was amended by the Act XLVIII. of 1860, which 
(it is provided) shall be taken, and read as part of Act XIII. 
of 1800. 

The provision as to Police Officers arresting without warrant, 
applies to the offences described in Act XLVIII. of 1860. 
Among those provisions is the following in Section XXI, : — 

Whoever cruelly beats, ill-treats, abuses, or tortures, or 
causes or procures to be cruelly beaten, ill-treated, abused, or 
tortured any animal, shall for every such offence be liable to a 
fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, and in default thereof 
to imprisonment with or without hard labour for .a period not 
exceeding three months. 

« 

Any person who sees any such offence committed, should 
point it out to a Chowkedar or other Police Officer, and require 
him to take the offender into custody ; if the Chowkedar or 
other Police Officer refuses to do so, his number should be 
taken, and his conduct should, if possible, be reported at once 
to the Inspector at the nearest Police Station, or at the Police 
Office to the Chief Commissioner of Police. 

If the case be one in which the wounded or disabled condi- 
tion of the animal speaks for itself, it will not be necessary to 
attend to give evidence ; but if the offence be one of beating 
or other ill-usage the person who calls the attention of the 
Police Officer to the case, should give his name and address, so 
that he may be called on to give evidence if required. 



The Act it will be seen^ applies to the cruel heating, ill-treat- 
ing, ahusing, or torturing of any anynaL Under these heads 
will fall the numerous cases of urging on bullocks.by twisting 
their tails, or other similar torture; yoking them to hackeries 
with heavy loads while their necks are in a raw and wonnded 
state ; driving galled hacks ; striking horses and other animals 
over the head or in any other inhuman manneY ; loading con- 
veyances which any animal has to draw with a weight beyond 
its power, and the like. 

Under this Act ovmcrs of cattle who send them abroad to 
labour in a wounded or other unfitting Condition, are, it will 
be observed, responsible for the Cruelty thus inflicted, and can 
be proceeded against by Summons. 

In the Suburbs of Calcutta.

The Sipburban Law, contained in Act XXI. of 1857, Section 
XXIII, is identical with the Law for the City, in reference to 
Cruelty to Animals, except in its omission of the words causes 
or procures, &c.^^ — and is therefore inoperative against uirncrti. 


In the Mofusstl. 

The Law for the Mofussil (by which general name is meant 
all places throughout India beyond the Presidencies) is found 
in Section o4 of Act V. of 18G1, entitled — An Art fur the 
IleguluMou of Police and is also identical with Act XLVIll. in 
its provisions against Cruelty to Animals, with the like excep- 
tion of the words ^ causes or procures, &c.^ At present, there- 
fore, this Act is likewise powerless against owners, or others, 
who, thoggh not immediately guilty of Cruelty to Animals, 
may not the less be instrumental thereto. 

The deficiency here referred to has been remedied in respect 
to Hokses employed in Stage Carriages by Act XYI. of J8G1, 
to which very general etfect has been given, entitled An 
Act for licensing and regulating stage CAiuiiAOES^^ — wherein 
Section IX. declares as follows : — 

IX. Any person who shall CmeUy beat, ill-treat, over drive, 
abuse, torture, or cause or procure to be Cruelly beaten, ill- 
treated, over driven, abused, or tortured, any horse employed 
in drawing, or harnessed to any Stage Carriage, or who 
shall harness to or drive in any stage carriage any horse 
which from sickness, age, wounds, or other cause, is unlit to 
be driven in such Stage Carriage, shall for every such offence 
be liable to a hnc not exceeding One Hundred Rupees.^’ 
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Tlio Provisions of Section 34, Act V. however, have now 
been extended to the following places throughout India and 
Burmah, and the attention of Magistrates and of ‘all residents 
ill those parts of the country is earnestly dirqpted to the power 
thus conferred upon them to protect dumb animals from the

In presenting the Second Annual Eeport of the Proceedings 
of the Calcutta Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals, the Committee have to renew their cordial thanks to all 
those friends of humanity whose generous and continued 
support has so sustained a good cause and encouraged the 
labours of its servants. 

To the Magistrates of Calcutta and Allipore the Committee 
again tender their warm acknowledgments for their consistent 
vindication of justice to dumb animals, and increasingly rigo- 
rous treatment of those found guilty of cruelly abusing them. 

m ^ 

During the past year the Society has had to lament the loss, 
by death, of its first kind Patron — Lord Elgin. The Com- 
mittee, however, have the gratification to announce that the 
encouraging patronage of the Viceroy and Governor- General 
has been happily renewed by Sir John Lawrence, — His Ex- 
cellency having, in compliance with the request of the Com- 
mittee, kindly signified his willingness to become the Patron 
of the Institution. 

The Proceedings of the Society during the past year only 
testify, in a more marked and urgent degree, to the necessity 
of that merciful interference between cruelty and its victims 
which the establishment of this Association was intended to 
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provide. If, indeed, the s^uccessful working of such a Societ 
required no other test or evidence than the number of cases ii 
which offenders against hiimanity had been convicted ant 
punished through the instrumentality of its officers, it i 
probable that ho greater amount of such evidence would bt 
exhibited anywhere than that which the Committee of tlii^ 
Society have to report for the past year. The number o 
convictions before the Magistrates of Calcutta and its imme 
diate suburbs from the 10th May, 1863 to the 10th May, 1864 
has been Seven Hundred and fifty-five; being an increase 
over those of the preceding year of 249. 

The increase thus exhibited has not been the result of anj 
increase of the practice of cruelty, but chiefly of an increase 
of Agency, which lias simply exposed a further portion of the 
field of that suffering which for so many years has been the 
normal condition of the draught cattle of Bengal. 

The field indeed is not only so large, but so full, that a few 
hundred prosecutions are insufficient to produce any very 
marked reduction or effect. From those parts of the town 
which may for a time have been under special surveillance of the 
Society’s officers, cruelty might be supposed to have nearly 
died out. . It is found, however, that it has but shifted its 
\ haunt — and that tte suffering victims have been taken to 
labour in some other quarter, where, for a season at least, there 
is a chance of their escaping detection. 

Of the heavy sum of convictions here reported, 547 have 
been for cruel treatment of Bullocks, and the remaining 208 
for similar usage of Horses. In all but one of these cases the 
punishment inflicted has been by fines, and these, varying in 
amount from 8 annas to 30 Rs., have amounted during the 
year to Rs. 2,307. In the exceptional case referred to, 
punishment was inflicted by imprisonment. 
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From tlic comniGnccmonfc of liiftmurs tlioroforo, or daring 
tlio period of twcnty-foiir moiillis, 185G persons have been 
prosecuted and convicted at the instance of the Society. Of 
these convictions upwards of 900 cases have ^l)een those in 
which the unfortunate draught Bullocks were found working 
in that wounded and wretched condition ^which has so long 
shocked the public sight of this city. That these frightful 
wounds have been inflicted by the barbftrous yoke — attached 
to an equally barbarous vehicle — laden with an ^ undue and 
cruel burthen — a burthen which would be unsuitable for such 
cattle even m a European-made vehicle, with its smooth and 
well greased axles, there can be no doubt. The Sub-Com- 
mittee, therefore, appointed at the last AnnuaJ Heeling to 
enquire into the question of overburthening, had no difficulty 
or hesitation in recommending that an appeal be made to the 
Legislature to limit the weight of burthen imposed upon cattle 
to that reasonable amount which would, in the end, not less con- 
duce to mercantile interests than to the cause of humanity, and 
the relief of public feeling, so long outraged by exhibitions in 
our streets in keeping only with those of a Dahomey. 

That the numerous convictions which have occurrecT, have 
exercised a salutary and restraining influence over hundreds, 
the fruits of which will be evidenced hereafter, it would be 
mortifying and unreasonable to doubt; — that these convictions 
would have had the effect of reducing offences by inducing 
nearly all persons convicted to avoid the repetition of cruelty 
to their cattle, if it depended entirely upon their own will, it 
is but reasonable to believe ; but that notwithstanding all the 
labours of the Society, and the heavy aggregate of convictions 
obtained, and despite, moreover, a greater amount of severity 
in the infliction of fines, the evil, so far from appearing lessened, 
is exhibited in only an increased degree, is but too sadly 
shown by the number of convictions darimj the current year — 
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a number wliicli ihrcatens^o swell into a total so enormous as 
to doulle iliat of the year 

I 

Witli tlies/) results before them it is impossible for the 
Committee, tc avoid tlie conclusion that other measures on 
behalf of draught Bullocks, which shall aim at the root of the 
evil, are necessary to its suppression ; and these measures it is 
believed can be found oiily''in that regulation of burthen which 
shall remove from beneath the grincling yoke an amount of 
pressure which probably not the hide of the Khinoceros could 
bear without injury. The size and character of'tho wounds 
inflicted upon the nocks and backs of the Bullocks are such that 
they require* screrni 'months of rest and care to heal. To the 
poorer owners those months arc times of loss and privation, — a 
privation which is, doubtless, necessarily shared by the animals 
themselves. Wliei? only half healed, it may be, and probably 
half starved, they arc again put to work ; and with the cus- 
tomary burthen — cruelty and loss by fine, and stoppage of work, 
arc, it is but too likely, all renewed. 

Impressed, therefore, with these views, the Committee have 
rcsolvfed to appeal to the Legislature for that remedy they 
believe will be efficient, and easy of application — an appeal 
which becomes the more hopeful when it is known to embody 
the prayer of the people — owners and drivers — themselves. 
Nor is this all. The remedy now sought, it has been ascer- 
tained, once existed in the form of a l^olice Bye-law, declared 
to have operated most beneficially, but which, unfortunately, 
wanting the permanency of a Legislative Enactment, fell into 
gradual disuse on the retirement from office of the long ex- 
perienced and vigorous Magistratef from whom it emanated.

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The Commifctee have tlio gratif^n'ng assurance from residents 
and travellers in British Biirm'ali that the operations of a 
Society for the prevention of Cruelty to Animals in that Coun- 
try, so far, at least, as the treatment of draught cattle is 
concerned, are needless. Whether this fact speak^ more a 
tender heart or a wise and intelligent head, or both together, 
it is of equal importance to know that the immediate cause of 
this immunity from suffering on the* part of the cattle of Bur- 
mah lies, not in superiority of conveyance or harness, but in 
the declared and praisewortliy fact that the Burrnan will not on 
any consiJdi*ation overload his cattle: neither will he goad 
them. 

Immediately connected with the subject of burthen is that 
of the implements of its draught; for to whatever degree 
relief may be extended in the imposition of* weight, the impor- 
tance of yet further lessoning toil and risk, and economizing 
time and labour, cannot bo overlooked or over-estimated. In 
compliance with the Resolution passed at the last Annual 
lleeting, a Prize of 100 Ks. was offered for the best Collar or 
Harness for draught bullocks, to be produced at the Agricul- 
tural Exhibition of Bengal, — an invitation which was responded 
to by the production and exhibition of three different imple- 
ments. — Ingenious and suggestive, however, as were these 
contrivances they were not thought fully to meet tho require- 
ments which the Society had in view, and tho Prize was 
therefore reserved for the fruit of further endeavours. But to 
the gentlemen* who exhibited these implements, offering as 
they did very valuable suggestions, the best thanks of the 
Committee were justly due and accorded, with the gratifying 
result of eliciting the promise of further efforts in the same 
useful and important direction.

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In tlie belief tliai tlie objects of tliis Society would bo greatly 
advanced, riot merely by the |)ublication of writings advocating 
the principles and practice of humanity to the animal creation, 
bub by that attention which is directed to the subject, and the 
wholesome stimulus given, more particularly, to the young, 
who may bo incited to exercise their thoughts and efforts in 
the required direction, the Committee have been induced to 
offer two prizes, each of 100 Rs. for the best Essays — one in 
English, and the other in Bengalee, upon Cruelty to Animals, 
— the various forms in which it is practised, and the duty and 
advantages of humanity to dumb animals. These Essays are 
called for by the last day of the year, and the Committee have 
to offer their.best thanks to those Gentlemen* who, in conjunc- 
tion with members of this Committee, have been so kind as to 
promise their services in the award of Prizes. 

The Committee have also to express their obligation to the 
Registrar of Hackney Carriages, whoso kindly proffered co- 
operation in the objects of this Society may bo made greatly 
to increase the means of agency in the repression of Cruelty 
to Horses used in all licensed conveyances. 

With reference to the application made to the Government 
of Bengal, referred to in the first yearns Report, praying 
attention to certain Acts of the Legislature in which provision 
is wanting for the punishment of those who, as owners of Cattle, 
are guilty in a greater degree than their servants the Drivers, 
by sending abroad their cattle to work in a wounded condition^ 
tlie Committee have to regret that no alteration has yet been 
effected in the law; but they are enabled to express the hope, 
based on good grounds, that the promise which the Govern- 
ment were pleased to make, that the subject should bo taken

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into consideration, will ere long be Julfilled, and have a favour- 
able result. 

The extension of Section 34 of Act V, of 18G1, a general 
Enactment for the Regulation of Police, whfch declares the 
penalty for Cruelty to Auinials, the Committee are happy to 
state has largely advanced, and is gradually*progressiug through- 
out Bengal and the Provinces,* and with it the power, as far 
as its jirovisious go, to all interested in the spread of humanity, 
to enforce its principles and practice over the* wide face of 
British InQia. 

In conclusion the Committee renew their appca> to those 
friends who promoted the establishment, and supported the 
infancy of this Society, and to all who view with approval its 
]al>ours, and would see its operations £yid its influence con- 
linned, to extend their support in whatever way can contribute 
to its permanent utility. The generous and sustaining aid of 
Donors and Subscribers; the corrective authority of the Magis- 
trates and I'olico authorities ; the advocacy of the gentlemen 
of the Press ; the vital influence of those engaged in the work 
of Education, and the co-operation of private persons, whoso 
sympathy and moral support in discountenancing and re- 
pressing cruelty, in whatever form it may present itself, must 
ever bo so important, — are earnestly solicited. — Mercy to 
dumb animals^^ is an appeal which is supported by every 
consideration of humanity — religion^ and worldly expediency. 
Wherever refiiieinciit extends, its claims are honoured. There 
are oZ Societies, branches from the parent or Royal Society of 
London, spread over England, Ireland and Scotland. Upwards 
of thirty similar Societies now exist upon the continents of 
Europo and America — and new Associations arc springing up 
in various parts of the world.

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EXTRACTS FROM LEGISLATIVE ENACTMENTS 

And Suggestionr for the Guidance of those who may desire to 
prosecute persons guilty of Cruelty to Animals. 


, In iHE Town. 

By the Act XIII. of 1856, (the Police Act for the Pref;i<loncv Towns 
and the Straits Settlement) it is provided in Section LXXXV^I. tliat 

Any Police Officer may arrest without wamant any person coniniitting 
in his view any offence against this Act.’’ 

That Act was amended hy the Act XL VIII. of 1860, which (it is 
pro^dded) shall he taken, and read as part of Act XI 11. of 1860. 

The provision as to Police Oflicers arre.sting without warrant, applit's 
to the offences described in Act XL VIII. of 1860. Among those provi- 
.sions is the following in Section XXI. : — 

Whoever cruelly beats, ill-treats, abuses, or tortures, or 
causes or procures to be cruelly beaten, ill-treated, abused, or 
tortured any animal, shall for every such offence be liable to a 
fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, and in default thereof 
to imprisonment with or without hard labour for a period not 
exceeding three months. 

Any person wdio sees any such offence committed^ should j)oint it out 
to a Chowkedar or other Police OlHccr, and require him to take tlio 
offemler iLio custody ; if the Chowkedar or otluT Police Officer refus^ 
to do so, his number should he taken, and his conduct shouid, if possiblf^ 
be reported at once to the Inspector at the near(*st ]\>lice Station, or at 
the Police Office to the Chief Commissioner of Police. 

i 

If the case be one in which the wound(*d or disabled condition of the 
animal speaks for itself, it will not ho necessary to attend to give evi- 
dence; hut if the offence be one of beating or other ill -usagt^, the j)ersou 
who calls the attention of the Police Oflicer to the case, should give bis 
name and address, so that he may be called on to give evidence if 
required. 

The Act, it will be seen, applies to the cruel hmting^ ill-treailng, 
ahusing, or torturing of any animal. Under these lieads will fall the 
numerous cases of urging on bullocks by twisting tlicir tails, or other 
similar torture ; yoking tlicm to hackeries wdth heavy loads while th(*ir 
necks are in a raw and wounded state; driving galled hacks; striking 
horses and other animals over the head or in any other inhuman 
manner; loading conveyances which any animal has to draw with 
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Under tills Act owners of cattle who, send them abroad to labonr 
in a wounded or other unfitting condition^ are, it will# be observed, 
responsible for the cruelty thus inflicted, and can b§ proceeded against 
by Summons. 


In the Suburbs of Calcutta. 

Tlie Suburbs of Calcutta embrace an area in which are included 
Howrah, witli Se<d»j)ore and Sulkeah*on tho West, Clietlah on the 
South, and the wliole of the* villages and lands on the East composing 
the GoN’ernment l^lstate of Punchanogram. 

The Subui4)an Law, contained in Act XXI. of 1S57, Section XXIII. 
is i(h‘iitical with thii Law for the City, in reference to Cruelty to 
Animals, except in its omission of the words “causes or procures, 
&c.” — ami is therefore inoperative against owntrs. 


In the Mofussil. 

The Law for the Mofussil (by wdiich genml name is meant all 
places throughout India beyond the Presidencies) is found in Section 
84 of Act V. of 18G1, entitled — “An Act for the licffidat um of 
PoUref and is also i<l(‘ntical with Act XLYITI. in its provisions 
against Cruelty to Animals, with the like exception of the, words 
‘causes or ])rocures, Aic.’ At present, therefore, this Act is likewise 
powerless against owners, or others, who, tliough not immediately ^w\\{y 
of Ciuelty to Animals, may not the less be instrumental thei'cto. 

The deficiency here referred to has been remedied in respect to 
Horses employed in Stage Carriages, by Act XA"I. of 1801, to which 
very general effect has been given, entitled ‘‘ An Act for licensing 
AND REouLATiNo STAGE CARRIAGES"— wherciii Scction IX. declares as 
follows : — 

IX, Any person who shall Cruelly beat, ill-treat, over drive, 
abuse, torture, or cause or procure to be Cruelly beaten, ill- 
treated, over driven, abused, or tortured, any horse employed 
in drawing, or harnessed to any Stage Carriage, or who shall 
harness to or drive in any stage carriage any horse which from 
sickness, age, wounds, or other cause, is unftt to be driven in 
such Stage Carriage, shall for every such offence be liable to a 
fine not exceeding One Hundred Rupees. 


The Society’s last Report (page 2^) furnislied a full list of the 
towns to wliich Section 34 of Act V. liad been extended, which 
embraced only one plaee in Bengal — i : e ; Gowhatty in Assam, but 
upwards of a hundred [places in the Central and North-West Provinces 
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and Bumiali. Since the issin? of that Eepoii the Section refeiTod to has 
been extended to 38 Towns in the following Districts of Bengal : — 

Bhangulpore. PooVneah. Monghyr. Dacca. 

Patna. Behar. Shahabad. Sarun. Chiimpanin. 

Tirhoot. ‘Darjeeling. Chittagong. Assam. 

Also to f29 additional to'wiis in Central India, and to Lnkhimpore, 
Mahomdee in Oudh.

The attention of Magistrates and residents of those paris of the 
country is again earnestly directed to tlie power thus placed in their 
hands to protect dumb animals from the inlliction of Cruelty.

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HARNESS FOR DRAUGHT CATTfiE. 


Witli the (Icsiro of making known tho efforts which wore elicited at the 
Agricultural Exhibition of Bengal for the productiftn of a bettor Collar or 
Harness for Draught Bullocks as an inipnivement on the present yoke, and of 
inviting further attention ♦to the subject, it*has bee^ thought that the annexed 
Drawings may not be without their use. 

F^tinrcii 1 and 2 represent tho common Bengalee Yoke, resperiing which it is 
remarked that, being an immovable fixture to tho cart, the effect is to transfer 
to the neck of tho animal, wnth iindirainished force, not only every little 
violence whiefi the ruts and roughnesses of road crc'ate — but that constant 
sawing and grinding action which the continuous irregular movcimonts of so 
rough a voliicle must nec(‘ssarily occasion. Another source of miscliicf and 
sulfering is to bo found in tho wooden pins which are passed through the yoke, 
on the out('r side of tlie Bullocks’ necks, in order to keep tlie yoke from slipping 
off. Tlirongh a bluntm'ss of pi'rcept ion, which is marvellous even in aOareew’an, 
thesi' pins, it will bo found, are frecpicntly cut so short at (*ith(‘r one end or 
the other- -or both, that they may be obserKnl every time the least irregular 
movement of the yoke takes ])lace, to dig their emls iyto the hum]) or shoulder 
of the animal, and lienee it is believed may arise many of the wounds which 
are sometinu's found to exist at ihr siJo of the bumj>. and will most probably 
1)0 attributed, by the Drivers, to the Crows, w’hieli are lik(‘ly onongh to inrrmse 
wounds already iiitlictcd, but are not known to orUjtnatv them. To make the 
mischief more certain, these pins are frequently liacked to a sharj) point ! 

Fijuri' 3 represents tho Anu'rirnn Yole, exhibited by Mr. C. Ladd, and immo- 
dialcly suggt'sls an improvement on tho ohjoetionable ])ins above referred to. 
The oke is formed of stout wood, about 5 inches broad, and 7 deep in tho 
ccntri' the lower surface is round and smooth. In this insiruilent tho 
pressure is said divided between the yoke, which rests on the neck of 

the Bullock, aud the two strong bows, ])assing through the yoke, which press 
0 [iaii(si the ^houldrr^ after the manner of a horse-collar. The object of tlio 
large iron ring, suspended from tho iron strap in the centre, is, l>y allowing 
the pole of the cart to ri'st h>o>chj within it, to prevent that jarring hy tho yoko 
coui])laiiicd of in tlu* Bcngidcc implement. It will bo observed that the. cart 
could even be overturned witliout disturbing tho yoko on tho necks of the 
animals. 


Fi<jvri‘ i shews the manner of fastening the pole of tho cai’t to the yoke, and 
the mode in which the latter is worn by the animal. The bows, it shoidd be 
obserM'd, can be lengthened or shortened, (and fasii'iied hy aid of plus) to 
adapt them to tlie size or form of Iho necks of the Bullocks. 


Fiijvrc 6. — Tlio Yoke invented and exhibited by Messrs. Ufonteith and Co. 
Half Collars, formed of wood, working loosely on strong iron pins, passing 
through the shaft. Tho inner sides of ( 'ollM, stufied, and covered ivil.h loathe!*. 
With tho viciv of assisting to keep iheBulhJWiS in yosition, the collars aro united 
hy a sti*a]>, or lino pjissing from one to the otlier and fasU'iied to iron rings, 
i ho rings on the oiitor siilo are inteiidod to )>o used wlum tho cart, such as that 
cmjiloyod by tlio conservancy, is sufiioiently broad to admit of truces being applied 
witliout chafing the sides of tho Cattle. 


l^'xjnrc 6.— -The saine attached to the Bullocks. 
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Figure 7. — Yoke for a single Bnllock — invontecl by Messrs. Monteith and 
Co. The Collar identical iiv shape with those in fig. 5. To the upper part is 
attached a strong iro» ring, within which the cross-bar, attached to the shafts 
of tho Cart, rests and loosely works. 

Figure 8. — Side-View of the Collar. 

Figures 9 and 10. — A yoke invented and exhibited by Monsieur A. Niolly. 
Formed of two' pieces of wood joined in the centre, stuffed, and covered with 
coarse cloth or canvas. »It is intended to r(*st against the front of the hump, 
around which tho iron rod hoops pass on either side without touching, except 
at the back, wdiero, by aid of a padding and ropes or strapping tied round the 
body, it is fastened. '

Figure 11.— ^The same attached to tho Bullocks, with the old yoke or cross 
bar, in position. 

Figures 12 and 13. — In this yoke, also invented by M. Nielly, the Collars, 
internally shaped and stuffed like the last, are attached by pins to the cross 
bar of the Cart, and are intended to be worn on the neck, close to tlu' IkwI. 
The npp3r straps fasten round the horns, and the lower pass round tho 
throat. '

The prescnlation of this the Tliird Annual Report of the 
Calcutta Society for the Rrevention of Cruelty to Animals 
affords the Coniiiiittee the <)])portunity of renewing their thanks 
to its fj'iends and supporters for their continued aid find encour- 
agement. 


That the aid so generously extended has h^en advantageously 
ap])lied in the cause of liunianity, and tliat the objects of the 
Society, tlierefore, have in a corres])onding degree been met and 
advanced, will, the Committee ho])e, be satisfactorily shewn to 
its patrons by the fact that the number of convictions before 
the Magistrates foj- cruelty to animals oldained by the Agents 
during the past year liavc amoimteil to Nine Hundred and 
Sixteen, being an iiuavase of One hundred and sixty one over 
those of the ])receding year. Of tliese convictions six hundred 
and fifty have been obtained for cruel treatment of bullocks, 
and the remaining two hundred and sixty-six for similar abuse 
of hax;k horses, lii the whole of those cases the punishment 
inflicted lias been by fines, which have amounted during the 
year to Us. 2,908. 

The Committee regret that circumstances have not yet favour- 
ed their views and designs, indicated in their last Report, of 
obtaining those remedial measiu'es in behalf of cruelly overbur- 
thened animals which they believe to be imperative for the su}!- 
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pression of tliat barbarous? practice — the driving of draiiglit cattle 
with raw wounds beneath the yoke — whieli produces so large a 
proportion of the Socitfiv’s prosoeutions. The views and designs 
of the Conmiittee, however, remain unchanged, and will not bo 
overlooked Ml’ neglected at a ill ting and favoui’ing tiine. In the 
interim they can only earnestly call u])ou all irumds to dumb 
animals, to exerci/e whatever amonnt of intliKaice may be in 
their ])ower over those in whose hamls the im])<»sition of burthen 
may lie. at l(‘ast to 'mitigate an e\il. for tin* entire r(‘moval of 
which legi.Nlative interference and further time are needful.

With rehu'ence to tln^ pnhlished invitation, menti(med in the 
last Annual Ji(*port, oltcring priz(^s for the best comjietltivc^ 
essays in English and Ikmgallee on (h’uelly to Animals, the 
Coininittee have to report that the prize for the English essay 
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was awarded to the author of a paper signed “ Aliquis,” being 
deemed the most suitable to the viewa and objects of the Society. 
This essay has been printed, and copies have been presented to 
all donors^ and subscribers to tlie Society.* The essays in Ben- 
gallee not having, it is regretted, realized sufficient ap])roval to 
warrant the award of success, the adjudicators w(5*e induced to 
reserve the prize. 

fn July last the Honorary Secretary, Ml*. C. Grant, reported 
that ill-liealtli compelled him to leave Calcutta ^for fifteen 
months, lait that he had re(]uested Mr. James Eede to act for 
him during Iiis absence, which that gentleman had kindly con- 
sented to do.

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EXTKACTS FROM LEGISLATIVE ENACTMENTS, 

And Suggestions for the Guidance of those who may desire to 
prosecute persons guilty of Crumty to Animals. 


In the Tow^. 

By the Act XTIT. of 1850, (the Police Act for the Presidency Towns 
and tlie Straits Settlement) it is provided in Section LXXXVI. that 
“Any PoIic(‘ Olheer may arrest without ^arrant any person committing 
in his view any offence against this Act.” 

That Act was amended hy the Act XLVIIL of I860, %fhich (it is 
provided) shall be taken and read as part of Act XIII. of i860. 

The provision as to Police Ohficers arresting without warrant, applies 
to the offences th'serihod in Act XL VIII. of 1860. Among thosf; provi- 
sions is the following in Section XXI. : — 

Whoever cruelly beats, ill-treats, abuses, or tortures, or 
causes or procures to be cruelly beaten, ill-treated, abused, or 
tortured any animal, shall for every such offence be liable to a 
fine not exceeding one hundred rupees, aiM in default thereof 
to imprisonment with or without hard labour for a period not 
exceeding three months. 

Any ]>erson who sees any such offence committed, should point it out 
to a Ohowkodar or other Police Ofticer, and reipiire him to take the 
oftVmler into custody ; if tln^ Ohowkeilar or other Police Ofticer refuses 
to do so, his number should be taken, and his conduct should, if possible, 
be re])orted at once to tin* Inspector at tlie nearest Police StatioA, or at 
the Ihdice Oftice to the Chief Conmiissioner of Police. 

If the case he one in which the wounded or disabled condition of the 
animal speaks for itself, it will not be necessary to attend to give evi- 
dence ; hut if the offence be one of beating or other ill-usage, the person 
who calls the attentit)U of the Police Officer to the case, should give his 
name and address, so that he may be called on to give evidence if 
rcipiired. 

The Act, it will be seen, applies to the cniel hcatmgj tU-treafing, 
ahufii^ig^ or torturing of any animal. Under these heads will fall the 
iiuinerous cases of urging on bullocks by twisting their tails, or other 
similar torture ; yoking tliem to hackiiries with heavy loads while their 
necks are in a raw and woumled state ; driving galleil hacks ; striking 
horses and other animals over the head or in any other inhuman 
manner; loading conveyances wliich any animal has to draw with 
a weight beyomi its power, and the like. 
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Under this Act owners of cattle who send them abroad to labour 
in a wounded or other unfitting condition, are, it will he observed, 
responsible for the cruelty thus inflicted, and can be proceeded against 
by Summons. 


, ^ In tub Suburbs of Calcutta. 

The Suburbs of Calcutta embrace an area in which arc included 
Howrah, with Seebpore and Siilkeah on the West, Chetlah on the 
South, and the whole of the villages and lands on the East composing 
the Government Estate of Punchanogram. 

The Suburban Law, contained in Act XXL of 1857, Section XXITT. 
is identical wdtli the Law for the City, in reference to Cruelty to 
Animals, except in its omission of tlui words “ causes or procures, 
&c.” — and is therefore inoperative against owners. 


In the Mofusstl. 

The Law for tlie Mofusstl (by which general name is meant all 
places throughout India beyond the Presidencies) is found in Section 
84 of Act V. of entith'd — Art Jnr the Ih'tjulofion of 

Police^'' and is also identical with Act XL V III. in its provisions 
against Cruelty to Animals, with the like e':ce])tion of the words 
‘causes or procures, <fec.’ At present, th(*r(‘fore, this Act is lik(‘wisti 
powerless against owners, or others, who. though not i mmetHatrhf guilty 
of Cruelty to Animals, may not the less be instrumental thereto. 

The deficiency here rehuTod to has been rem(‘di(*d in respect to 
HoRSffti eniployod in *StHge Camag<*s, I»y Act X\'l. of iStil, to which 
very general effect has been given, entitled “ An Act for lk kn^ino 
AND REGULATING STAGE CAURiAGEs’' — wlicreiu Scctioii IX. declares as 
follows : — 

IX. Any person who shall Cruelly beat, ill-treat, over drive, 
abuse, torture, or cause or procure to be Cruelly beaten, ill- 
treated, over djriven, abused, or tortured, any horse employed 
in drawing, or harnessed to any Stage Carriage, or who shall 
harness to or drive in any stage carriage any horse which from 
sickness, age, wounds, or other cause, is unfit to be driven in 
such Stage Carriage, shall for every such offence be liable to a 
fine not exceeding One Hundred Rupees. 


The Society’s first Amiual Report (p. 25) furnished a full list of the 
towns to which Section 34 of Act V. had been extended, wbicb 
embraced only one place in Rcngal — i. e, Gowhatty in Assam, but 
nj[)wards of a hundred places in the Central and Nortli-We«t Provinces 
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and Burmah. Since the isi3ue of that Report the Section referred to 
has been extended to 38 Towns in the following Districts of Bengal : — 

Bhaugulporc. Poorncah. Monghyr. Dacca. 

Patna. Behar. Shaliabad. Sarun. Chumparun. 

Tirhoot. . Darjeeling. Chittagong. Assam. 

Also to 29 additional towns in Central India, and to Lnkhimpore, 
Mahomdee in Oudli. 

And since the publication of the 2nd Annual Report to the under- 
mentioned places: Chittagong Hill Tracts, certaii> Towns in the district 
of Nuddoa, Jossore, Cautonmpnt of Chinsurali, Cantonment of Bcr- 
hampore, Cuttack, Cautoiiment of Barrackpore. 

The attention of Magistrates and residents of those parts of the 
country is again earnestly directed to tlie power thus placed in their 
hands to protect dumb animals from the inliiction of Cruelty.

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OBJECTS AND PLANS OP THE SOCIETY. 


This Society commends itself to the support and co-opera- 
tion of the community on the following catholic grounds 

I, Its special object. The prevention of cruel and improper 
treatment of Animals, and the amelioration of their conditio a 
generally throughout India. The means to this end are 

1. The Agency of paid European ofllcers, whose duty# it is, in the City, 
to watch, warn, and threaten, or prosecute, as needtul, all persons found 
guilty of inhumanity to animals * 

2. The distribution of printed papers in the Bengalee, Oordoo, and 

English languages, warning the heartless, instructing the ignorant, and 
providing all with information and useful hints respecting the treatment 
of their dumb labourers. * 

3. The circulation of pap'ers in English amongst the European and 
educated native community, lurnishing information as to the^aw through- 
out India, and the means at their disposal lor pimishing the wantonly 
cruel, and holding a check upon brutal inhumanity.

4. Inviting information and suggestions from all who are interested in 
the cause of civilization throughout India respecting any barbarous prac- 
tices, whether arising Irom cruelty or ignorance, over which this Society 
may be thought able to exercise any influence towards the impmvement 
of the treatment and condition of labouring and domestm animals. 

5. The introduction into Schools and elsewhere, of Books, or Tracts, 
in English and the vernacular, “ calculated to impress on youth the duty 
of humanity towards the inferior animals.” 

0. Seeking the aid of the Pulpit— the Press, and all uublip Instructors, 
in advocating the principles and objects of this S^iety, having in view the 
promotion of humanity towards the animal creation. 

II. Its important share and influence as an agent in the 
education of the people,— the cultivation of those merciful 
impulses which tend to the growth of humanity, and “ preven- 
tion of cruelty”— to man.t 

Towards these ends the moral support and co-operation of 
the community are not less sought than its pecuniary aid to 
meet the varied expences incidental to the Society’s^opera- 
tions, the extent and utility of which, in a fleld so wide, can 
only be limited by the extent of means at command.

The Committee of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals have again the pleasure to acrknowledge their obli- 
gations, and renew their thanks, for that generous support on the 
part of Donors and Subscribers to the Society which, tliroughout 
the past throe years, has continued to encourage its efforts and 
sustain its efiicieney. 

Foremost amongst those obligations, the Committee have to 
record their sense of the liberal and valued suppoi’t, during the 
past five years, of their late distinguished Patron, Sif John 
Lawrence ; and, wuth the highest feelings of gratification, to 
announce that the influential and encouraging patronage of the 
Viceroy has been renewed in the person of the noble Earl now 
at the head of the Government, — ^Ilis Excellency Lord Mayo 
having kindly (‘onsented to become the Patron of this Society. 

They have pleasure also in thankfully recording a very 
acceptable concession to the means of the Society, by the grant 
from Government of a moiety of the fines levied by the Magis- 
trates of Calcutta in cases of conviction for cruelty to animals 
obtained by the Society’s Agents. 

That, during the three years which have elapsed since the issue 
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and tliercforo, it is hoped, of its salutary influences in behalf of 
dumb animals in this country; will be gathered from the fact, 
that within this period ?. e, from the lOth May, 18G5, to the 
' dlst iDeceniber, 1808, THiiyn Thox:saxd oxk hundred and 
TWENTY pe\=feOns have been •convicted and punished for cruelty to 
animals in this city and its suburbs. Of the«e convictions, 1271 
have been for the abuse of hack horses, — whilst 1841) were cases 
of that description of cruelty to draught Bullocks — their being 
driven xvith wounds under the yoke, — which the Conmiitteo fear 
will continue to exist until a definite remedy ('an *be provided 
for that most feriilc source of sulfu’ing over-burthening.'’ 

The whole of these convictions have been obtaiuf'd by the Socie- 
ty’s paid Agents, and are tlierefore exclusiv*' of Six hundiNxl and 
sixteen cases prosecuted during the same period by tlio Honorary 
Agent to the Society, and about forty -five known to have been 
brought forwjird by the Polic'c and private persons, to all of 
whom the cause of humanity is a debtor. 

The penalties inflicted have been almost exelusiv(‘ly by fines, 
which,* omitting those resulting from Police ami private^ ]>ro- 
secutions, have amounted throughout the entire period to alcove 
9,285 lls. The (‘xceptioiial cases xvero eiglit only in number, 
seven in which the offenders WTre punishcul by imprisonment, 
and one, in the case of a boy, by whipping. 

The Committee, however, would here repeat, that which they 
have already had occasion to urge, that the objects of this 
Society are not pf^nal but momi ; not to encourag(3 or view with 
complacency a stock-in-trade from which to institute prosecutions 
and realize fines, but to lesson both ; — ^fo prevent those suffer- 
ings to animals wliich cruelty and ignorance create, and that 
penalty and loss to men wliich such cruelty entails. It is there- 
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to Animals” submitted by BaboA Peary Cbubd Mittra, has 
passed the Council of the Lieutenant-(?ovemoB of Bengal, and 
received the final sanction of the Viceroy, The moral effect 
of this Bill will, the Committee sanguinely anticipate, exercise 
an infiuence pregnant with good ter the cause of l^manity in 
India. It is not the mere tlireat of penalty, but the recognition 
by the State, in a special manner and degree, of the rights of the 
brute creation, and denoupcement of their abuse, amidst many 
millions of people, in particular, on whom the voice of authority 
is essential to impress the dictates of duty, or the sentiments of 
justice and humanity. 

The Bill had its origin in the anxiety of this Society to provide 
a remedy for that most fruitful source of barbarity and sufler- 
ing to draught Bullocks, the inordRnate amount of burthen 
imposed upon them — an imi^osition not «nly most cruel in 
itself, as an infliction on the power and endurance of the 
animals, as every eyo must daily see, but undeniably productive 
of those frightl’ul wounds, under the yoke, gaping witnesses 
to the wrongs inflicted on the helpless animals which, however 
mitigated in character, continue to occasion the bulk pf the 
Society’s prosecutions. 

The Committee regret that full profusion against this crying 
evil, as originally sought by the Society, on the ground of its 
assumed practicability, based on the singular unifonnity of 
animals, of oonve3’‘aiico, and goods conveyed, was not thought 
practicable by the Legislature ; but they rejoice in the admis- 
sion into the act of, at loast^^ the principle of mercy which 
“ cruel” over-hurtheiiing (and all over-burthening is cruel) so 
grossly violates. It is a valuable step in advance, and the Com- 
mittee can only rely on that intm*protation of the new Law by the 
Executive which will not render it altogether a dead letter w'hen, 
m fitting season, and on suitable occasion, the Society may seek 
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The failure of any express ^provision, such as prevails in most 
other countries where protective Societies exist, against another 
grievous source of cruelty to the lesser animals — ^tho heartless 
manner in whicli daily, and by thousands, they are carried to 
an^ from qut markets, is also cause of disappointment ; but the 
expressed opinion of the Select Committee of the Legislative 
Council, that the protection sought is proridcd for in Scu^tion 2 
of the Bill, encourages the hope that this view will be accepted 
by the Magistrates when the Society may find occasion, alter 
the institution and trial of other measures in contemplation, to 
seek the enforoement of the Law.* Tlie mode of carrying 
Aninuds, tied and suspended by the legs, head downwards, 
(practised mdre i)arti(!ularly Tsith poultry, game, &c. in India) 
has been condenmed by eminent medical men in Eui'ope, not 
less for its cruelty than for the highly injurious cousequem^es 
to the flesh of such animals in rendiring it unwholesome as 
human food. 

The Committee have much satisfaction in dire(*ting public 
attention to the prohibition by the enactment of Cock or other 
bird-fighting, and baiting animals of any kind whatsoever, — 
cruel and demoralizing practices, wliich have hitherto existed 
to a great extent in this city and throughout India; and 
they have also to congratulate the oommuiiity, on provision 
being made against the painful and disgusting exhibition of 
diseased, dying, and dead horses, or other animals, cimdly 
neglected by their owners, the first, .with danger alike to man 


♦ The T)rovi»ion sought and embodied in the Bill, as originally submitted, 
was as follows : — ^ 

“ IV. Every person who shall convey or carry, or cause to bo conveyed 
or carried any animal in such a manner or position as to subject such animal 
to unnecessary pain or sulfering, shall forfeit and pay a penalty not exceeding 
filW Rupees.’ 

The remark on this Section by the Select Committee of the Bengal Legis- 
lative Council in their Report upon the Bill is as follows : —

spread an interest excited, at this time, in the cause of humanity 
to animals throughout Europe and America, where numerous 
kindi’ed associations are springing up into life and activity. 
The vigorous and extensive Societies of New York and Boston 
a]'e encouraging exaini)l(^s of what energetic perseverance in a 
good cause will accomplish in a short time. With these and 
other Societies, those of Scotland, ]3elfast, Trieste, the Hague, 
Switzerland, and Berlin, a friendly and very iiselTil intercoui'se 
has arisen, calculated, it is hoped, to be of mutual advantage by 
reciprocating information and experience. To the President of 
the Boston So(‘icty, the Committee have fo tender their best 
thanks* for tlie regular receipt of an excellent and most spirited 
p(Tiodical, just commenced by that Association, in the interests 
of “ Our dumb animals,’’ together with assurances of friendly 
sympathy and all possible co-operation in the good work. 
From the parent, or Iloyal Sociidy of London, the iioiioured 
orginator of all kindred bodies, they continue gratified by en- 
couraging communications, and the hope expressed in its last 
received Annual Heport, that the ‘‘ successful introduction of 
ilie Calcutta Society will stimulate the cstublishment of similar 
Institutions throughout tlie colonies and dependencies of the 
British Empfre.” 

The Honorary Secretary ho.ying returned from Europe, and 
last year resumed office the best thanks of the Committee were 
tendered to Mr. Jas.. Bruce, who so kindly and efficiently 
conducted the duties dining two years of the Society’s labours. 

The Committee, whilst again appealing to the public for 
the continuance of that pecuniary aid which is essential to 
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the vitality of t)ie Ass<jciation, and increase of its, utility, with 
equal earnestness entreat the aid of that moral support which 
all have it in thoir power to contribute tp the g&od cause. 
From the Magistrates, to whose authority and valued assistance, 
the’ Society has, from its infancy, been so large a •debtor, and 
from the gentlemen of the Press, they solicit a continuance of 
that vindication of j^ustice, and support of the principles of mer- 
cy, which are so potent for good. 

To the mercantile members of the community, they earnestly 
appeal for the exercise of that influence so peculiarly in their 
powci^f which, bearing upon the root of the one great e\il, 
creative of tlie numerous prosecutions here recorded, would in 
a very largo degree, take the place of Legislative Enactment. 
The influence here sought is the voice of authority over the 
Chowdrecs and Godovm Sircars, in whoso hands the imposition 
of burthen upon the cattle lies, and whose interestny it is believed, 
are at variance with its merciful reduction.’ 

From all engaged in the work, or the encouragement of edu- 
cation in particular, they entreat the most valuable of all co- 
operation, by their interesting the minds and sympathies of the 
young, in the study of natural history, and of anecdotes connec- 
ted with it ; an element in education calculated to establish in 
youth those impulses of mercy, and habits of kindness and 
gentlen ess, which no evil influences in after-life are ever known 
to destroy, — ^influences which, so far from ending with consider- 
ation for the lower animals, lie at the root of every principle and 
impulse of humanity towards mau. 


* The system at present existing is, that the Merchant pays a certain rate, 
generally two pice per maund, for the carriage of goods— not to the cartraan, 
but to the middle man'*— the Chowdry, or the Godown Sircars who hire the 
carts, and thus have an interest in lading them with the heaviest possihU 
burthen at the least possible cost in order to their own aggrandizement. 
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In connection with this,' and referri^jg to t!^e Prize Essay 
which in 1865 was issued by this Society, the Conunittee have 
to report that, having been translated into the Bengali lan- 
guage, it has been printed, and put freely into circulation where 
it may prove to be useful * Tlirough the obliging and 
influential agency of the Director of Public Instruction, and the 
Principal of the Presidency College, copies have been distributed 
to numerous Libraries and Schools, and the Editors of the native 
Press have been earnestly requested to use the greaf engine of 
instruction in#their hands to commend the objects of the Essay 
and the Society to the minds of their own reading community. 
As the bulk of the peoi)le on whose conduct the treatment and 
happiness of the dumb creation in India rest, are unable to read, 
the Society must chiefly look for the dissemination of its princi- 
ples amongst them, tlirough the instrumentality of their own 
gentry — ^the higher and educated classes. 

Above all, however, the Committee especially appeal to those 
Ladies now so zealously and nobly engaged in the work of 
Zenana visiting and teaeliing, to exercise their influence amongst 
those w'ho exercise a yet deeper — because primary — influence 
over the heaAs of the young — the Mothers of Bengal , — With 
the enlistment and aid of that influence, .could it be ’universal, 
Societies like this might cease their labours, and Legislative 
Enactments be no more sought.

ACT No. I. OF 1869 . 

PASSED BY THE LIEUTENAKT-CJOVKRNOH OF BENGAI. IN 
COUNCIL. 

(Jiiiceivcd the assent of the LicutenanUGovemor on the 28tli January, 1869^ 
and of the Governor- General on the March] 1869.> 


An Act for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

WiiEiiEAS it is expedient to malve provision for the i>revention 
Preamble. of (Tiielty to animals : Tt is enacted as 

i'oUows : — 

I. The word animal” shall l>o taken to mean any domestic

Y. Every person who shall employ or cause to be employed 
I*enaity on employing ^ny work or labor, any anim^ which, 
animal unfit for labor. in consequoiioe of any disease, infirmity, 
Vouiids, or sores, is tuifit to be so eiiqiloyod, shnll hw to a 

lie which may extend to fifty Rupees. 
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• YI. All ooi{iplaiutstj)f offeiu^ea against the provisions of this Act, 
Trial of offences in Cal- aheged to have been committed in the 
outta. ToAvn of Calcutta, shall be hoard and 

determined in a summary way by some rolice Magistrate of Cal- 
cutta. 

VII. Every charge of an offence against the provisions of this 
Trial of offences out of Act, alleged to liave been committed out 

Calcutta. of Calcutta, may be hoard and doti^rmined 

by any Ofh(;er autliorizod to exorcise any of the powers of a Magis- 
trate in the place in which such olh‘n<*(» may be alleged to have 
been committed, and the provisions of the 0(jdo of Criminal 
Procedui’e shall apply to the trial of every such charge. 

VIII. Section LXVIl of Act IV of 1806, and Clause 16 of 

Bepeal of Clauses. Section XL of Act II of 1866, rospectivcj- 

ly, passed by the Lieutenant-Covernor of Bengal in Council, ur« 
hereby repealed. 

IX. This Act shall c:!^tend to the Town f>f Cal(‘utta, and to tlic 

Iiimit of Act. Suburbs of the Town of Calc *utta, as de- 

fined by any Notification under Section I of the said Act II of 
1866. 

X. It sliall bo lawful for the Licuicnant-GoviTiior of Bengal, 
Power to extend Act. by an order published in the Valciitfa 

Gazette^ to extend this Act to any city, town, station, bazar, canton- 
ment, village, district, or portion of a district, to bo moutionod ami 
defined in such order ; and from time to lime, by any order puh- 
lisliad as aforesaid, to ixwoke, vary, ammul, or alter any sucli 
order. 


Amongst other provisions, the present enactment, it will lie 
seen, ai)i)lies to the cruel beating, ill-treating, abu.sing, torturing, 
<H)verdriving or overloading of any animal ; and also its employ- 
ment vLilst in any conclition of disease, infirmity, or wounds, 
rendering it unfit to In? .so employ(*d. 

Under these heads will immiiuontly fall tlio numerous cases of 
urging on bullocks by twi.sting t}u?ir tails, f)r other similar torture ; 
yoking them to hackeries with hoav}'^ loads wliilc their nocks are 
in a raw and wounded state ; driving galled hacks ; sfidkijig 
horses and other animals over the hoifcd, or in any other inhuman 
manner ; loading conveyances which any animal lias to draw with 
a weight beyond its jiower, and the like. 

Under this Act owners of oattlo who send them abroad to labour 
in a wounded or other unfitting condition, are, it will bo observed 
responsible for the Cruel tv thus inflinffwl uTid f*nTi h« 
against by Summons. 
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In reference to Sections 3rd and 4th, it i%not theiintention of t^^is 
»So(;iety to seek the enforcement of the law in other Ithan aggravated 
and wantofti ciases of itn iriMngement, until sucli time shall have 
elapsed as may he sufficient to give full publicity to its existence, 
and to afford a fair and just warning against its violation. 

The extension of this Ar t beyond Calcutta, in accj^rdance with 
the power vesttKl in the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, must 
iK'cessarily be the work of tim<i ; but in the interim it is earnestly 
lioped that Suburban and Mofussiil Magistimtes and friends will 
not relax in their co-operation, but bo assured that the moral force 
oT their ])(u*Kuasion and displeasure, v ill exercise an iy.il uence for 
good largely compensative for all which, during a brief season, 
may b(* wanthig through the absence of legislativ'e measures, and 
renal foideitures* 


Tx TiiK CALcin’TA PoLiri: AcT, IV of 18G6, Gftause 10 of Section 
LXVI, and Ghiiis(> 11 of S(*cti(ui XL, of the 8rin:ui{AX Act, II. of 
lliough iu4 framed with Inimanihfiian vi(‘ws, are not tlie less 
o]M*rative to that cuid. Tlie noisy wheels m> dis( orilaiit to men’s ears 
do luit loudly proclaim the eriuLy im])os(Hl oif beasts’ back^, and the 
provision is not nioio' a r(‘nn*dy for a nuisance than to a large dc'gree 
a mitigation of iiet'dless and pidnful labour. The prohibited 
ofleiice is — 

“Driving aHackeryorcart with insufficiently greased wheels’’ 

And the penalty is a line not exceeding oO Bs. 


IN THE MOFUS8IL. 

Of the Oexeual Polk'K Act, \ of 18G1, of the Council of India, 
Sec tion XXX lY has Ikhui c'xtendod to above 29 Towns in various 
districts of IJcMigal, and to upwards of 200 Towns in the N. W. 
Provinces, (’eiitral India, Ilydrabad asMgncHl Districts, and British 
Buriuah. This Enuctnu'nt rendei's liable to arrest “without a 
warrant,” and a fine of 50 Es. or to imprisonment — 

“ Any person who wantonly or cruelly beats, tortures, or 
abuses any anima!^” 

Tiu) “ 8 'J’aoe (’’auria(je Act,^’ XVI of 18G1, continues in forge, 
and Section IX. tlierein dtadares as follows: — 

IX. “ Any person who shall Cruelly beat, ill-treat, over-drive, 
abuse, torture, or cause or procure to be Cruelly beaten, ill- 
treated, over-driven, abused, or tortured, any horse employed 
in drawing, or harnessed to any Stage Carriage, or who shall 
harness to or drive in any stage carriage any horse which, from 
sickness, age, wounds, or other cause, is unfit to be driven in 
such Stage Carriage, shall for every such offence be liable to a 
hno not exceeding One Hundred Rupees.” 
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JliG attention if Mofn^sil Magistrates, and of all 'travellers and 
residents thoiighdat India, is therefore earnestly directed to the power, 
thus jdaced in their hands, to protect those who cannot protect 
themselves ftom the infliction of cruelty.

SUN PEOTECTOE FOE IlOESES. 

Tho Committoo, Imvins; for some time contomplatod the Hubject of a 
Protcction'for Horses working and standing in tlio sun, aro pictiscd to find 
the desideratum in a jrreat measure iiH't by an invention introduced by Mr. 
Mead of Calcutta ; and foci it their duty, in tbe int.('rGHts of humanity to 
Animalfi^ in India, to briiis? to notice, and commend for adoption that f^on- 
tleman’s “ ProU rtor'* for sale of which Messrs. Hunter & Co., Veterinary 
Snrtjeons of Calcutta, are tlio Agents. 

The Committee, however, would observe that tlio '' Protector-"’ admits of 
considerable improvement ; tbe covering given to the head and upper fxn-tion 
of the neck, though very important, r(K|uii-cH to hv. f>iinidcn or^r the n hoh' 
for though sun stroke principally affects the region covered hy the 

Protector** the cause is not tlitis localized. An extension of Mr. Mead’s plan 
is therefore smrgested by the addition of two other shields, ono a nock protoc;- 
tor, and the other a defence for the loins, all of which could be very easily 
fitted and worn. 

The lightness of material, (Sola,) and the simplicity of construction, aro 
greatly in favour of ^re general adoption of this protjption as a moans of 

safety to the lives of valuable Horses, and a source m relief to them, a pro- 
tection which commends itself on the grounds alike of policy and humanity. 

The annexed sketch will servo to illustrate tho nature of the protector, 
and its proposed improvements, and perhaps stimulate the iugouious and 
humane to discuss its merits and elicit suggestions upon the subject.

of the treatment and condition of labouring and domestic animals.

6. The introduction into Schools and elsewhere, of Books, or Tracts 
in English and the vernacular, ** calculated \o impress on youth the duty 
of humanity towards the inferior animals." 

6, Seeking the aid of the Pulpit— the Press, anfl all public Instructors 
in advocating the principles and objects of this Society, having in view tho 
promotion of humanity towards the animal creation. 


II. Its important share and influence as an agent in the 
education of the people, —the cultivation of those merciful 
impulses which tend to the growth of humanity, and “ preven- 
tion of cruelty”— to man.t 

Towards these ends the moral support and co-operation of 
the community are not less sought than its pecuniary aid to 
meet the varied expences incidental to the Society’s opera- 
tions. the extent and utility of which, iu ja fleld so wide, can < 
only be limited by the extent of means at command.

The Committee of this Society have to record and to 
moill^ the loss both of its noble and generous l-^itron, 
Lord May®, whose untimely end threw over India 
so deep a gloom, and their much loved President the 
Venerable Archdeacon Pratt. Universal grief created by 
the former of those events has long ago found vent in 
channels more suited for its exprei^sion than the pages 
of this Report ; and sorrow for the latter, with an honour- 
ing testimonial to the eminent worth a5d virtues of so 
distinguished a man, also found fitting place in the official 
organ of the Government, and concluded in words to which 
there were none in India to whom his name was known, 
whoso hearts did not confirmingly respond — 

“ The Governor-General in Council feels assured that 
the death of the Venerable Archdeacon Pratt will be 
mourned by the entire Christian Community in India.”* 

The greatness of his mind was equalled by the good- 
ness of his heart, and amiability of his disposition, 
and hence, in the zeal of his humanity, he was to this 
Society an inyaluable President and friend. 

With this tribute of respect and gratitude to those who have 
passed away, the Committee have now the gratification to an- 


* liuiia Ga/cttoExtraonliiiary, January 11th, 1873, 
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nounoe that the influential f\nd valued Patronage of the Viceroy 
has he^ restored 'ly'kis Eloellency Lord NorthhrooK having 
mo^t kindly consen^'^1 to become the Patron of the Society. 

■ During tl /3 four years which have elapsed since the publica- 
tio^of its \ast Eeport, the labours of the Society have con- 
tinufd to illustrate the sad prevalence of® animal suffering 
in this City, and the continued need of the merciful interference 
of an Institution framed for the exposure of the wrowgr, and 
vindication of the rights of those mute sufferers whose helpless- 
ness appeals so eloquently to every just and generous mind. 

* 

Of the extent of that suffering, some idea, however imperfect, 
will .be formed from the fact that during the past four years 
the convictions for crilelty to animals obtained by the officers 
of this Society befqre the Magistrates of the Northern and 
Southern Divisions of Calcutta, have amounted to 3,945. To 
tliis number have to be added upwards of 107 cases prosecuted 
during the past six months by the Honorary Agent, Baboo 
Surruth Chunder Ghose, making a total of 4,052, or an average 
of above one thousand in the year. Besides these, numerous 
other cases have been prosecuted by Mr. Mendes, Honorary 
Agent, who has kept no record, and by officers of the Police, and 
private persons, to all of whom the warm thanks of the Com- 
mittee are cordially tendered. 

The punishment inflicted has been exclusively by fines, 
which, during the year 1869, amounted to Es. 821, but, as will 
be seen by reference to the accounts, have since then consider- 
ably increased. 

The Cash Abstract up to the end of March of the present 
year, shews a balance in favour of the Society of Es. 2,322, of 
which Es. 1000 is a fixed Deposit in the Bank at four per 
cent, interest. 
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Against the availaHe balance, nr Ks. f many and in- 
creasing demands for important purposes n^t necessarily leave 
the Society still dependent on the continurace of that liberaProp- 
port which its friends have hitherto so kindly accArded. 

The continufd heavy sum of convictions now reporteij will 
not, it is hoped, be thought to indicate any failure in the labours 
of tht^^Obciety to prevent cruelty* It is explainable simply by 
the increasing traffic of our city, and the vigilance and greater 
experience of the Agents in detecting cases of animals being 
driven with wounds concealed under the harness or yo^e, or 
disguised with mud and plaster. 

Notwithstanding this sad display of animal suffering, the 
Committee can confidently appeal to the evidence of those who 
remember the state of the Street Cattle ten years back, when 
animals without wounds were, it is believed, the exception to 
the rule, as to their comparative condition, generally, at the 
present time. 

Of the total number of convictions above named, 1,775 have 
been for the maltreatment of Hack fforse^j and the remaind; 
or 2,277, for cruelty to the most grossly abused of animals in 
this city, — draught Bullocks ; cruelty which may almost exolu<> 
sively be chargeable to the crying evil of orerburthening ^ — an 
evil over which this Society can exercise little or no oontrol 
until the principle be admitted that it is better that filve bul- 
locks should be. a trifle under-iyeighted, than th^t five hundred 
should be most oppressively overburthened. How undeniable 
this oppression, and junavoidable the conclusion as to the 
effects, may be gathered from the fact that out of soma 12,000 
bullocks labouring in Calcutta, nearly five per cent are annu- 
ally found in that state in which they are produced as wit- 
nesses to their own wrongs. 
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*The cruelty, it toU be seen does not consist in the 

noier^eij&austmg str^ of bearing and of dragging |in inordi- 
natOTburthfen, amouming in many cases to more than ono ton 
in weight, (wKioh is cruel enough), but in the consequent gall 
wo^As undfef the yoke, the perpetual beating and goading, the 
wrenqhing of tails, £wid other abuses of the unfortunate, half 
skeleton animals by the drivers, in order to satisfy either their 
own impatience, or the demands of their masters to aoce^plish 
a given number of trips within an unreasonable time. 

Thp Committee can only indulge the hope that the Govern- 
ment may yet be led to believe that to define a reasonable and 
merciful weight to be imposed on our dumb labourers is not 
less practicable than to* fix the number of passengers to be 
carried in a ticca cai’niage, oradinghee, irrespective of the power 
or size of the horses in the one case, or the strength of the boat 
in the other. 

In iy^stration of the sympathy which this sul|ect has excited, 
not Qnly in European circles, from whence lengthy and earnest 
appeals have been made, but in the minds of the Native Com- 
4Jjjinity, and how earnestly they desire a reform, which it 
might be thought their interests would rather tend to oppose, 
the Committee have the satisfaction to state that since the 
issue of their last Report, they have received from the merchants 
of the Burra Bazar and its neighbourhood, an appeal to tliis 
Society, urging its efforts for the suppression of orerburthenwf/- 
This appeal wJs signed by upwards of One hundred merchants, 
and other gentlemen of the Native Community, and also by 
the heads of two or three Christian finr^. 

A subject nfore painful in character must hero be referred to, 
though only briefly dwelt upon, — the slaughtering of Cattle for 
ood. The subject is one which beyond all others has occupied, 
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and demandi^ the most serious attention'^Mhe Committee, he 
it has alr^dy engaged that of men of scijpoe and huhiSmity in 
'Europe. In 1871, an appeal was madew the Lieut-Gownor 
on the subject, but for reasons requuing no presdbt notice, the 
appeal failed. The matter is now reserved until rfeionst#ances 
and appeals can Ite made efficient by the submission of sijgges- 
tions for remedies, that ^ may be as practical as they are 
urgc^f 

Another and similarly painful question is also under earnest 
enquiry : — the manner in which the unhappy pariah^ dogs 
are destroyed in our streets has occasioned the •most press- 
ing remonstrances from humane correspondents, and* calls 
from the Magisterial Bench upon the Society to take action 
in the matter. An appeal to the scientific gentlemen of 
Calcutta having been made for suggestions upon the sub- 
ject, and kindly responded to, the Committee are hopeful 
that measures will now very shortly be submitted for adop- 
tion, in order to bring these cruelties to an end, and re- 
lieve the public eye from a disgusting and demoraljzing 
spectacle. 

Against the brutality of wirenching and dislocating Bullocks’ 
tails so commonly practised in Calcutta, preliminary measures 
have been taken by the free circulation of a printed warning 
in the Bengalee and Oordoo languages. Alfter a reasonable 
time for its publication, this will be followed by the prosecution 
of ofienders before the Magistrates. 

Another cruel practi 9 e against which quiet measures have 
long been tried in vain, is that of carrying animals, particularly 
Fowls of every kind, slung by the legs head downwards. Selt 
interest alone might have been supposed sufficiently effective 
to prevent this practice, as it is one, admittedly, not only (ir 
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the opinion of emin^t^edioal authority in thie oify)* extreme- 
ly cruelj^feut injuriouVto the consumers of the flesh of such 
aniniials, wKich under the effects of torture, is declared to be k 
a diseased or /unwholesome state. The practice is a pena] 
offencoi^in iMgland and America, and with consent of the 
Magii^rates of Calcutta to entertain cases brought before them 
for prosecution, the strictest measures will, after the circulation 
of a printed warning and a reasonable time, be enforced ifeir its 
suppression. 

With the view, however, of preventing these measures from 
creating needless annoyance, or inconvenience, and also of 
rendering an intended appeal to the public practical in cliarac- 
ter, a means by which FoWl of every kind can be carried in a 
humane manner ha6j}een devised, consisting of a simple net, 
with basket bottom. These nets will shortly be found avail- 
able at a very small cost in the DhurrumtoUah and Tiretta 
Markets. 

« 

A subject of deep interest in the minds of all sympathizers 
in the objects of this Society has long occupied the attention 
of the Committee, and six months ago resulted in an appeal 
**^ng addressed to the Chairman of the Justices for provision 
of Water Troughs for the unfortunate and parched animals that 
now traverse the streets of this city without the power of 
obtaining one drop of water to slake their thirst. The appeal 

♦ “ I think the j)lan of cariying fowls suspended by the feet is barbarous, 
^d ought to be prevented — necessary^ by Jiegislative enactment. When 
fowls are so carried over prolonged periods of time, the process must cause 
considerable prin and disit*ess. Daring the intense heat of a summer sun 
in the tropics, this pain, doubtless, often amounts to agony. 1 suggest that 
there would be no difficulty in getting fowls brought to market in properly 
constructed baskets.” 

From Joftejih Ewart ^ Esquire^ M. D., Professor of Pk^^iologg, Medical 
Colleget and Surqcon, PrceHcnctf General MospitaL 
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was acoompa&ied by a drawing, snewing^a design tor an addi- 
tion to th^ present stand pipes wbieh sboi/d simply Economize 
• the abundant waste water by carrying iWnto a pair of cattle 
troughs. To this appeal, the Committee regret to report that 
no reply has yet been received. Whilst, howeveMn England, 
where a special ^Drinking Fountain and Cattle Trough Asso- 
ciation^' exists, and is zealously fostered, and nobly presided 
overhand in other cold climates also, water is prc^vided for 
cattle and apimals in the streets, it is not believed possible 
that this most crying want in a tropical city will much longer 
go unheeded. The Committee are not without hope that the 
generous example set by the Maharajah of Viziaifagram in the 
distant city of London by the bestowal of a Drinking Fountain 
and Cattle Trough in one of its populous districts, may suggest 
to some of the wealthy and generous nobles of India, some 
similar oriental and humane gifts in this the thirstier clime of 
their own land. Such gifts bestowed in places where our 
municipal arrangements do not reach, would be mercies indeed 
to the animal world around them, and confer enduring honour 
on the Donors’ names. 

With the view not only of familiarizing the people 
amongst whom this Society labours, with the existence, nature, 
and penalties of the Law under which cruelty to animals is pun- 
ished, and thus avoiding the probable charge of an unjust 
omission, the Committee have resolved on the publication of the 
Law in the Bengalt^^ Oordooy Eindee^ Ooozrateey Tamils Telugu 
and Burmese Languages. Not only are very maiy of the people, 
who speak and read these languages, living within this city, buf 
the intended publicity jsrill, it is hoped, be the means of dis- 
seminating a wholesome knowledge of the principles and objects 
of the Society beyond its own immediate’^ centre, and probably 
encourage and aid humane persons in other parts of India to 
take up the good work. 
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'It is indeed witbte^et that this Society has to* repcJrt itself 
still to' be the sole rtoresentative in this way of thoughts and 
claims of the animal wrld in all Asia. On several occasions, 
the hopes of ^e Committee have been raised that some outside 
fruit Qjf theiFlabours would have been exhibited by the estab- 
lishment of branch, or sister Societies in diffeivnt parts of this 
vast lan'^- 

Applications for information and guidance have .been receiv- 
ed from Madras, Allahabad, Ahmedabad, and elsewhere, but 
no results have yet followed. The Committee, however, do not 
despair. Q-efitlemen in other parts of the country, zealous in 
the cause, are still in communication with the Society on the 
subject, and hope therefore is still encouraged of some hearty 
effort ere long shewing signs of fruition. The field is gigantic, 
“ but the labourers are few” indeed. 

There are, it has been estimated, some twenty five million of 
Horses in Asiay of which no small proportion would be found in 
India. If the number of horned cattle no more than doubled that 

f 

proportion, and if of the lesser animals only a similar proportion 
existed, there would be, in the words of an American* writer, 
“ a pretty good constituency for humane Societies,” in this wide 
land. 

The Committee have great pleasure in reporting a very 
gratifying accession to the strength of the Soeiefy, and its staff, in 
the zealous aidW Baboo Suruth ^bunder Chose, a gentleman 
who, having volunteered his services as an Honorary Ageut to 
the Society, has given very substantial evidence of the zeal of 
his labours and the value of his influence. The importance of 
the latter is not slfewn alone by the extensive pecuniary aid 
which it will be seen his efforts have Inought to the funds of 
the Society, but in that much-desired and practical sympathy 
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he has excited in the minds of hi^ oVn community, a sympa^ 
thy which ^it is now hoped will*grow liitjfthat active co-opera- 
tion which will exhibit itself in efforts disseminate a know- 
ledge of the principles and commend tbfe practice of humanity 
amongst the lower classes of the pedple, which ttj^ir own gentry 
almost alone have it in their power to do. 

The Committee have again the pleasing duty to render their 
gr^efhl acknowledgments for the kind and generousi support of 
Subscribers^and Donors to the Society which has continued to 
sustain the cause of justice and mercy to animals in this 
country. 

To the Magistrates of Calcutta also, who have so consistently 
supported the efforts of the Agents in their labours, and vin- 
dicated the rights of dumb animals to protection from abuse, 
the Committee beg to tender their best thanks ; and to the 
gentlemen of the Press, who have so freely lent their columns 
and their advocacy to the interests of the Society, the Com- 
mittee have also to express their great obligation, 

» 

To all these and other valued and influential friends, ^to the 
Commissioner of Police, — the Chairman and Justices 
Peace,— to all engaged in the work, or interested in the pro- 
gress of education, — particularly to those who exercise the 
first and highest influence over the human heart the Ladies 
of the community to all who would see established in youth 
those habits- of kindness and gentleness towards the lower 
animals, which undeniably lie at the root of eviry sentiment of 
justice, and every principle and impulse of humanity towards 
man ; who would keep pace with the broad strides which 
civilization is everywhere making in this direotion, and would, 
in fine, take advantage of one open door, at least, where there 
is no opposition, to advance the moral condition of the nullious 
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of this vast Empire, the Comipittee can only repeat their earn- 
est appeal for the ^r^nuanee of that peouniary aid, wd the 
UKOieasd of that moral\8upport and influence which are needful 
to strengthen their htbds, to encourage their efforts, and 
car (7 forward^e work of hhmanity to its full fruition.

It is w'ith very great gratification the Cuiuniittee have to an- 
nounce that since the printing of the foregoing portion of this 
“ Report they have been informed that the initiative in the long 
coveted work of mercy to animals iii our sti’eets has been taken j two 
or three experimental Water Troughs, of the nature and form 
suggested by. the Committee, liaving^Ly tlie kindness of the Muni- 
cipality been sot up in dilforent p^rts of the tt)wn. Experience 
Seems to indicate the necessitt of a change in the plan, by placing 
the Troughs at some little distance from the stand-pipes, around 
which the constant crowd of men' appears, at present, to interfere 
witli the approach of animals. 

The Committee will therefore now take measures to have a new 
model trough made on a more suitable plan, and they feel confi- 
dent in the hope tliat, when once a trough has been approved and 
found to aiiswer the purpose, there will be no difficulty in getting 
such troughs adopted generally in the streets of Calcutta.

CALCUTTA SOCIETY FOR THE PREVENTION, OF CRUELTPTO ANIMALS* 

Act I OF 1869. BEiisAL Cootcil^ 

(Received the assent of the LieuiemnUGovernor on .the 2Sth Jmua/ryf 1869, 
and ^the Govenwr-Gonerod on the 1st MUtrcl^t 1869.) 


An Act for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

Whereas his expedient to make provision for the prevention 
Preamble. of cruelty to animals ; It is enacted as 

follows 

I. The word animaP* shall be taken to mean any domestic 
Interpretation of ani- or tamed cjuadruped, or any domestic 
mai.” or tamed bird.

X. Ic shall bo lawful fqr the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, 
Power to extend Act. by an order published in the Calcutta 

Gazette, to extend this Act to any city, town, station, bazar, canton- 
ment, village, district, 6r portion of a district, to be mentioned and 
defined in such order ; and from time to time, by any .order pub; 
lished as aforesaid, to revoke, vary, amend, or alter any such 
order. 


Amongst other provisions, the present enactment, it will be 
seen, applies to the cruel beating, ill-treating, abusing, torturing, 
overdriving or overloading of any animal ; and also its employ- 
ment wlylst in any condition of disease, infirmity, or wounds, 
rendering it unfit to be so employed. 

Under these heads will prominently fall the. numerous cases of 
urging on bullocks by twisting their tails, or other similar torture ; 
yoking them to hackeries with heavy loads while their necks are 
in a raw and wounded state ; driving galled hacks ; striking 
horses and other animals over the head, or in any other inhuman 
manner ; loading con veya>tX;eB which any animal has to draw with 
a weight beyond its power, and the 

Under tliis Act ovmers of cattle who send them abroad to laboui 
in a wounded or other unfitting 'condition, pre, it will be observed, 
responsible for the Cruelty thus inflicted, and can be proceeded 
against by Summons. 


The extension of this Act beyond Calcutta, in accordance with 
the power vested Gn the li^utenant-Governor of Bengal, ♦must 
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necessarily fce the work of time ;* but in^^e’ interim it is e^jimestly 
hoped that Suburban and Mofussil Ma^strajes and* friends will 
not relax \n their co-operation, but be assured that the moral force 
of their persuasion and displeasure, will exercise an influence for 
good largely compensative for all jrhich, during a brief season, 
may 4)e wanting through the absence of legisj^ti^etmeasuresjltnd 
Penal forfeitures. 


In Hib CALCTim Police Act, IV of 1866, Claused 0 dJ Section 
LX VI, and Clause 1 1 of Section XL, of the Subukban Act, II of 
1866, though not framed with humanitarian views, are not the less 
operative to that end. Tlie noisy wheels so discordant to men’s ears 
do but loudly proclaim the (Tuelty imposed on beasts’ backsi and the 
provision is not more a remedy for a nuisance than 4o a large degree 
a mitigation of needless and painful labour. The j^rohibited 
offence is — 

Driving a Hackery or cart with insuflELciently greased wheels.’^ 
And the penalty is a fine not exceeding ^ Bs. 


IN THE MOFUSSIL. 

Of the General Police Act, V of 1861, of the Council of India, 
Section XXXI*Vi has been extended to above 29 Towns in various 
districts of Bengal, and to upwards of 200 Towns in the N. W. 
Provinces, Central India, Hydrabad assigned DistrictSj^nd British 
Burmah. This Enactment renders liable to arrest ‘^hthout a 
warrant,” and a fine of 50 Bs or to imprisonment — 

^*Any person who wantonly or orueily beats, tortures, or 
abxxses any animal.” 

The ‘V Stage Carriage Act,” XVI of 1861, continues in force, 
and Section IX therein declares as ftn^lows : — 

IX. “ Anyper8onwho8hallOmeIISrbeat,ilVtreat, over-drive, 
abuse, torture, or cause or proowe to be Cruelly beaten, ill- 
treated, over-driven, abused, or tortured, any horse employed 
in drawing* or harnessed to any Stage Carriage, or who shall 
harness to or drive ^ any SUbge Carriage any horse, which, 
from sickness, age, wounds, or other cause, is unfit to be driven 
in such Stage Carriage, shall for every suoh offence be liable to 
a fine not exceeding One Hundred Bupees.” 

The attention of Mofussil Magistrates, and of all travellers and 
residents throughout India, is therefore earnestly directed to the pow- 
er thus placed in their hands, to protect tbos^who cannot protect 
themselpss from the infliction of cruelty.
